Nest month, while most members ol the Kentucky Air Guard
are sharpening their commbat skills on base, Muster Sg1. Bob
Wood will be fighting his own personal battle with leukemi.

Wood, o carge airlift supervisor in the 123rd Aerial Port
Squadron, doesn™t have the deadiy diseuse, but he's seen its
elfects up close, and he wants 1o do something ahout it,

A five-vear-old hoy who attends Wood's church in
Hendersonville, Tenn., has been strugeling with leukemin for
muoiiths,

As the disease and his chemotherapy sessions have pro-
gressed, young Camron Lowe has become incredsingly with-
driawn wnd confused, Wood said. His mother no longer Tets
Camron play with frends Gor fear thit his compromised im-
mune system will fail w protect him from infections,

“He"s not even allewed 1o come o church anyvimore,” Wood
said of the once playvful boy who liked to wear cowboy cos-
tumtes and deliver high-lives,

UNow. e won't even talk wome. The seclusion that he's go-
ing through has been rewl haed Tor bim o handle, He just wants
to live a normal life.”

Wood hopes that his efforts Sept. 21 will enable Camron 1o
o just that,

The Guardsman will spend the drill weekend participating
it HH-mile hicyele marathon to raise money for the Leoke-
mia Society of Americn, which estimates that a cure [or some
forms of the disease 15 less than three years uway,

The marathon will begin in New Hampshire. cross Mane,
andd el in Boston.

*This 15 an opportunity 1o help make o difference,” suid Wood,
whe's been collecting donations since the spring and so fur has
ratsed about hall of the 52500 mintmum required to partici-
pate.

He's confident he cun raise the money, but the phyvsical as-
pect of the marathon is a little more intimidating.

“It's poimng to-he tough,” Wood said, “This is straight throuwgh,
without much ol o break. lor <ix hours, 've ridden as Far 62
miles before, but I"'ve never imed a hundred.”

To prepare, Wood has been traming on weekends with other
marathon cvelists, and he rides his bicycle 11 miles o work
every day.

He's even moditied his diet and bought o new 16-speed bike.

Urverall survival rates for leukemia victims have more than
douhled in the past 30 years, rising from 14 percent in 1960 1o )
percent Locday.

The captivating images of Mars now being
transmitied 1o Earth by NASA'S latest inter-
galactic explorer have helped w focus renewed
attention on the naton's space proprain.

But on June 15, 1962, Louisville-arca resi-
dents peeded no prompting o turn their
thowghits skyward.

The Space Race was in ull swing. and one
ol America’s warrtors in that contest, Air Foree
Capt, Viegil [ "Guos™ Grissom, had just flown
inee Lousville’s Standiford Field,

Hundreds gathered at the airport to meet the
Af-year-old Mitchell, Ind., native, including
Loy, Bert Combs and Uol, Verne Yahne, com-
muander of the Kentucky Air Guard.

The asironaul, who shattered distance
records the previous vear by rraveling 118
miles in orbit, was whished down Broadway
e a converlible for a parade before 10,000
cheering anlookers;

Cirissom also was given an honorary cap-
tncy ol the riverboat Avalon (now called the
Belle of Louisville) and presented with a cer
tilicate maming him an official Kentucky Colo-
nei,

Concerning the latter, Grissom joked that
L s easier o gel promoted in Kentucky than
in the Alr Force.”

Yalne himself found June o he 31 month
conducive o promotions.

Six years earher, on June [, Yahne had hean
selected as Buse Detachment Commander, re-
placing the late L. Col. Lee 1. Merkel, who
wiy Killed in an airplane crash in January of
that vear,

A former instruetor at Lindsey-Wilson Jun-
for College in Columbin, Ky, Yahne also was
slated to take over command of the 1635th
Fighter-Interceptor Group,

One ol the more famous events in our 50

years of service wus the deactivaton cer-
emany that ok place on une |, 1969, in
front of the old hanger.

After 17 months of deployments 1o Air
Force buses around the world, the Ky ANG
nally ended its active service precipitated
by The Pueblo Crisis of 1968,

[iring the descrivation, 37 medals were
presented o unit members. Dignitaries in
atlendance included Gov, Touis B Nunn and
Brig. Gen. LG, Brown of the National Guurd
Buread.

BPuring this call-up. the wing accom-
plished 19,713 tactical Mying hours from
[1.361 sorties,

It also processed 237 000 serial recon-
naissance pints and developed 284,251
Feet af flm.

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50th Anniversary spurs vets
to seek U.S. service medals

RANDOLPH AIR FORCE BASE.
Texas — The Adr Foree's year-long celebra
o ef its polden anniversary coninues o
omd veterans and their families with
memories of past wars, battles and the rec-
ognition garncred lor their acts,

Bur for some, the recoenition —in the
Form of madals or decorations —wis nevel
received.

The effects of the service s anniversary
i no more apparent than here at the Air
Force Personnel Center's awards und deco-
rations branch. the agency tasked with ver
[ying the issue of first-time awards and re-
plucing lost medals.

“We've recetved quite a few more Te-
guests for replacing lost medals over the
past six months than we wsually do,
and more and more, we'ne receiving re-
quests  (rom veterins or their families
soving they or their loved ones should
have received o medul for an act or
achievement from as far back as: Waorld
War 11, savs Tech Sgr. Mark Jiampetti.
the noncommissioned officer in charge
of the center’s recognilion programs
hranch.

Linfortunately Lor some, liampeiti says,
the process of verifying their acts or replac-
ing  their medals is delayed  because
necessury documents are missing.

“There are two different processes that
depend on whether or not the individual
ever received their decoration.” explains
Hamypetti.

e process bezing when the veteran
sends his request to the Air Force Refer-
ence Branch at the National Personnel
Records Center (NPRC, 9700 Page Ave.,
St Louis. Mo, 63132-31000.

Onee the reguest is made, the center re-
views existing records for “obvious cnlitle-
ments.”

Huoswever, Tiampetti notes, a 1973 fire af
the center destroyved millions of records —
moest dating 10 World War Il — and they
faed 1o be reconstructed. Becavse of the fire,
many records have been cross referenced
by using orders and personpel files, but of
ten the information does nol reveal wha

decorations or awards an individual had
heen entitled to.

IT the National Personnel Records Cen
ter cannot determine the eligibility, the
member's entire record s forwarded w Air
Force Personnel Center for verification.

The personnel center receives more than
2UHH requests each month, Jampetti said,
udding that 80 pereent of the regquests con-
ceri World War L vetérans,

“Oeeasionally we can’t verify the entithe
ment and bave to tem to the member for
supporting documents,” ampett said.

“It's imperative thal reguests, at all lev-
cls. are legible and include complete ad-
dresses and all pertinent information, 1i
helps with the process,”

For first-time presentations of awards
and decorations, the process becomes mare
invalvied.

“In 1952, President Truman dnnounced
that mooone else could be put in for World
War Il decorations,” Tiampett said,

“The feeling at the time was that e war
wis over, and anyone not previously rec-
penized, would not he.”

Hovwever, in Febroary 1996, Congress
pissed Section 320 of the National Delense
Authorization Acl. eliminating the time
lirmil,

Service members who were alfected by
time limilations may now make a case for
an award IF two crileria are met, JTiampei
said.

First. service members must have a wiii-
ten recommendation by someone in the
membear’s chain of command at the time
ol the incident who has firsthand knowl-
edoe of the acls or achievements.

Second, the reguest must be submitted
hrough a Congressionil member who can
ask u military service 1o review o proposal
for a decoration hased on the merits o the
proposal and the sward criteria in existence
when the event occurred.

“We are very sensitive to the desires of
velerans to recelve the recognition they
deserve.” liampetli saicd.

Former Army Alr Corps or Alr Force
servicemembers looking o replace lost
decorations are entitled 1o a one-time free
replacemeenl.

Life insurance
changes affect
reservists

Government life insurance
policies have changed to permit
reservists o retain coverage even if
they separate belore their 20-year
relirements or become eligible to
draw retirement pay.

According to the Department of
Veterans Affairs, reservists and
MNational Guard members now can
generally apply for Veterans Group
Life Insurance if they decide to
separate before reaching a 20-year
retirement.

Members should contact their
military personnel flight customer
service office if they have guestions
or want to update their existing
policies.

The Department of Veterans
Alfairs also announced that it is
lowering the cost of
Servicemember’s Group Life
Insurance premiums for current
members of the Guard, The
premiums will drop from 90 cents
per $10,000 of coverage to 85 cents
per 10,000,
